O tb ' attachment to the Hartford Convention ia well 
known, and the ill-zoceess of hi* variona atttmpt* to 
defend it, as a pamphleteer and a new«paper writer, are 
equally well k n o w n — but hi* failure« in thia respect, 
numerous a« they are known to be, aeem to have had 
no effect in 'dampening his attachment to that treaaona- 
hle assemblage, and it appears to be atill blooming with 
all the urdor it possessed when, tn 1822, Mr O. declar­ 
ed at a p u b lic caucus in this city, that "never, until 
he should be admitted by the M aker o f the I niverse 
to the society o f ju st m en, made perfect, should he 
meet tpith any assembly, comprising so muck private 
w orth, ASH HtTCH 
ELEVATED PATRIOTISM, US 
the Hartford Convention.' 
In a speech made by Mr Pearce on the floor of the 
flouse of Representatives, he stated that the Hartford 
Convention adjourned to meet ngam, er with an under­ 
standing that they should be called together by their 
President, whenever, in 
his opinion, circumstance» 
should warrant or require another meeting, 
In reply 
to this statement, Mr Otis, hi a letter to B. Hazard, of 
Rhode Island, reiterate# a former assertion, that the last 
vote passed by that body provided for its adjournment 
“ without day,” and that they did not therefore adjourn 
“ to meet again, or with any understanding that they 
were to be called together again under any circumstan­ 
ces.” 
Mr Pearce rejoins, arid to prove the truth of his 
original assertion, cites, in the first place, the following 
extract from Mr Dwight’s history of the Convention, 


page 381 
“ W hen tlm Convention adjourned on the 5th of Jan. 
1815, it was supposed that it might be necessary for 
them to bold it second meeting : with that expectation, 
when they adjourned, they did not think it expedient to 
remove the injuction of secrecy, under which the mem­ 
bers had been laid, at the commencement of the session, 
and the journal was sealed and placed for safe keeping 
in the hands of the President.” 
Mr Pearce does not, however, rely upon Mr Dwight’s 
book alone to support his position. 
He refers his hon­ 
orable antagonist to what appears under his own hand, 
and signed by all the members of the ( onvention, in 
the shape of a resolution, which received its sanction, in 


the following words :— 
“ Resolved, T hat the Hon. George Cabot, the Hon. 
Chauncey Goodrich, and the Hon. Daniel Lyman, or 
.my two of them , be a committee to call a

at r.nv time before new delegates shall be appointed, 
chosen as recommended in the above Resolution, if in 
their judgment, the situation of the country shall urgent­ 
ly require it.”

H e also refers him to the Message of Guv. Strong, 
with the accompanying documents, submitted to the Le­ 
gislature of this State ou the 18th of January, 1815. 
T h e resolution in question, drawn by Mr Otis’ own 
hand, mainly supports Mr Pearce’« original statement, 
and differs from it only in the fact, that Mr P. stated 
the President had power to call a second meeting of 
the Convention, while the resolution delegatee that pow- 
•r to the President and two other gentlem en, Messrs 
G oodrich and Lyman. A t any rate, this resolution gives 
the lie direct to Mr Otis’ recent statement, that the Con­ 
vention “ did not adjourn to meet again, nor was there 
among the members any understanding that they 
were to be called together again under any circum­ 


stances.” 
T here ia every reason to believe that Mr Otis knew 
the Convention separated with the expectation of again 
being called together, if circumstances required it, when 
he attempted to brand Mr Pearce with falsehood for so 
stating ; ior in making that attempt, he copies the reso­ 
lution next preceding the one which sustains Mr 1 s 
statement, which it is hardly possible he could have 
<lone, without knowing something of the provisions of 
Us successor— and Mr Pearce very truly observes, that 
it would be “ impossible for any man to turn hw eyes to 
one long enough to copy it,, without seeing the other.” 
Mr Otis, in his letter ter Mr H azard, makes an extract 
from Mrs W illard's History, which, Mr O. says, “ con­ 
tains in few words the entire truth respecting the H art­ 
ford Convention.” 
As this extract is cited as positive 
proof of the purity iQf thnt'Convention, it may be well 


to state, that it was u ritten by M r Otis him self, a 
member of the Convention* and a man who has useless­ 
ly spent more time in endeavoring to whitewash its pro­ 
ceedings, tliau, perhaps, guy other man living.

though, under all the circumstances, we must receivo 
the proof which tins extract* furnishes, with many grains 
of allowance, .we cannot but admire Mr Otis’ modesty 
in certificating to his own patriotism.
